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(1) 



As indicated in claim 17 and shown in the preferred embodiment, the 
housing subassembly includes the insulative housing and the metal 
frame. 



(2) There may be several ways to attach the pick-up cap to the whole 
connector assembly for suction operation, of which the instant 
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application discloses and/or claims some and equivalents thereof. 

(3) As noted, the pick-up cap may also function as a protection device, 
when attached to the connector assembly, for protectively covering the 
contacts in a vertical direction when no electronic package is received in 
the cavity.
